GIBRALI^AR— CERTAIN WATER AREA PLACED UNDER 
THE JURISDICTION OF THE ADMIRALTY. 

Whebeas by Your Majesty's Order in Council of the 13th 
October 1897 it is pri)vided that a certain water area at 
Gibraltar shall be placed under the jurisdiction of the Lords 
Commissioners of the Admiralty ; and that powers should be 
conferred upon them to make regulations for the proper control 
of the sair^e ; 

And whereas it is desirable that an alteration should be made 
in the Chart attached to the said Order m Cv)uncil ; 

We beg most humbly to recommend that Your Majesty will 
be graciously pleased to revoke Your said Order in C ouncil, and 
to sanction the following proposals : — 

All the water area lying between the Admiralty Harbour 
Works, now in course of construction, and the shore, together 
witU the Mater area 200 yards in width on the outside of those 
works and to the south thereof, as far as Rosia Mole, such water 
areas being more particularly shown by a red colour on the chart 
attached hereto, shall be deemed to be Admiralty waters. 

From and after a date to be fixfd by the Lords Commis- 
sioners of the Admiralty, in communication with the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, the control over the catd Admiralty 
waters shall cease to be vested in the Captain of the Port of 
Gibraltar, to such extent as shall from time to time be deter- 
mined by the said Lords Commissioners, and such control, to 
such extent as aforesaid, shall be vested in the Senior Naval 
Officer at Gibraltar, or in such person as may, by direction of 
the said Lords Commissioners, be performing the duties of 
Qu en's Harbour Mas or. 

Notices defining the area over which the control shall be 
vested in the Senior Naval Officer or other person and specifying 
the date of such vesting, shall be published in the ** London 
Gazette " and in the ** Gibraltar Official Gazette." 

It shall be lawful for the Senior Naval Officer, or for the 
person performing the duties of Queen's Harbour Master, from 
time to time, to make, j.nd, when made, to alter or revoke, such 
Regulations, in writing, as he may deem expedient for the, 
exclusion or admission of merchant and other private vessels 
from and to the Admiralty waters at Gibraltar, or from or to 
such part of them, the control over which is, for the time being. 
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vested in the Senior Naval OflBcer at Gibraltar, or in the person 
performing the duties of Queen's Harbour Master ; and also for 
the government of the whole or any part of the said Admiralty 
waters, and of all ships and boats therein. 

All sueli Eegulations shall be confirmed by the lK:rds Com- 
missioners of the Admiralty, and shall be published in the 
"Londcm Gazette" and the "Gibraltar Official Gazette," and 
shall be in force from the latest of the two dates at which they 
are so published. 

Notwithstanding ftny such Regulations as aforesaid, access to 
the Commercial Mole and to the waters surrounding it, by way 
of the entrance between the north end of the detached Mole and 
the Commercial Mole, shall, at all times, be free and unrestrained, 
under such Rules as the Queen's Harbour Master shall make 
for the necessary regulation of traffic to prevent collisions or 
blockage of approach to 'the Admiralty waters. 

The masters of all merchant and other private vessels admitted 
to the Admiralty waters shall be subject to the directions of the 
Senior Naval Officer at Gibraltar, or of the person performing 
the duties of Queen's Harbour Master, in all matters connected 
with anchoring, mooring, securing, or shifting berth in those 
waters. 

If the master of any vessel within Admiralty watera does 
not moor, anchor, place, secure, move, unmoor, or remove the 
same according to directions given by the Senior Naval Officer 
at Gibraltar, or by the person performing the duties of Queen's 
Harbour Master, in conformity with any Regulations made 
under this Order, or if there is no person on board of any such 
vessel to attend to such directions, the Senior Naval Officer, or 
person performing the duties of Queen's Harbour Master, may 
cause the ves-el to be moored, anchored, placed, secured, moved, 
unmoored, or removed, and for that purpose may cast off, ioo*e, 
or unshackle, and (if need be) sever any chain or rope of (he 
vessel, first putting on board a sufficient number of persons for 
the protection of the vessel in case there is not a sufficient 
number of persons on board to protect the same, and all expenses 
attending the exercise of these powers shall be paid by the 
Master of the vessel. 

All merchant and other private vessels permitted to use the 
Admiralty waters shall be subject to the payment of all such 
general Harbour or Light dues as may from time to time be 
levied by the Colonial Government of Gibraltar, as if they were 
anchored, moored, or placed in the Mercantile Port of Gibraltar. 

The Senior Naval Officer, or the person performing the duties 
of Queen's Harbour Master, may call upon the owner, or person 
in charge of any wreck, or other thing, being an obstruction in 
the Admiralty waters, to remove or destroy such wreck or thing. 
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and the owner or person in charge shall forthwith remove or 
destroy such wreck or thing, and every fragment of such wreck 
or thing, which may arise in course of removal or destruction, 
to the satisfaction of the Senior Naval OflBcer, or of the person 
perfoiming the duties of Queen's Harbour Master. 

No explosive shall be used for the purpose of destroying any 
wreck or thing, without the concurrence of the Senior Naval 
OflBcer, and in such manner as he may direct. 

If the owner or peraon in charge fails or neglects to remove 
or destroy such wreck or thing within a reasonable time, to be 
determined by the Senior Naval OflScer orthe person performing 
the duties of Queen's Harbour Master ; or if, in the opinion of 
the Senior Naval Officer, the removal of such wreck or thing is 
a matter of urgency, the Senior Naval Officer, or person per- 
forming the duties of Queen's Harbour Master, may give notice 
to the owner or person in charge, or to his accredited agent at 
Gibraltar, that, on the expiration of the period stated in such 
notice, the said Senior Naval Officer, or .the person performing 
the duties of Queen's Harbour Master, will remove or destroy 
such wreck, or thing, and on the expiration of such period may 
proceed to do so. 

Should any difficulty arise in eflEecting service of such notice 
on the owner, or person in charge, or on his accre iitcd agent, 
such notice may be published in the *•' Gibraltar Official Gazette." 

The expenses incurred by the Senior Naval Officer, or by the 
person performing the duties of Queen's Harbour Master, in the 
removal or destruction of such wreck or thing, and in the tem- 
porary lighting, buoying, or marking thereof, shall be repaid by 
the owner or person in charge thereof, and the person performing 
the duties of Queen s Harbour Master may detiin, and, in case 
of I on-payment of expenses on demand, may sell the wreck cr 
thing, and out of the proceeds of the sale pay those expenses, 
and the expenses of the sale, rendering the surplus (if any), to 
the owner or person entitled thereto on demand, and any defi- 
ciency may be recovered as a Civil debt from the owner or person 
in charge. Provided always that no such sale shall (except m the 
case of propei*ty of a perishable nature) be made until at least 
seven clear day's notice of the intended sale has been given by 
advertisement in the " Gibraltar Official Gazette." 

For the purposes of this Order, the owner of a wreck or thing 
shall be deemed to be the person owning such wreck or thing, 
when such wreck or thing becomes an obstruction in the 
Admiralty waters notwithstanding any subsequent sale, transfer, 
or abandonment. 

Any person contravening any rule or regulation for the time 
being in force under this Order shall be liable to such fine or 
penalty, not exceeding 20/., as may be fixed by any such rule or 
regulation. 
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All fines, penalties, and forfeitures imposed by any rule or 
regulation made under this Order shall be recovered in a 
summary manner subject to the provisions contained in the 
Justices Ordinance, Gibraltar, 1890, which said Ordinance shall 
be deemed and taken to bo incorporated wiih this Order for the 
purposes thereof. 

All fines and penalties recovered under this Order shall be 
paid into the Colonial Treasury, for the use of Her Majesty, Her 
heirs, and successors. 

Your Majesty's Principal Secretary of State for the Colonies 
has signified his concurrence in these proposals.

IMPROVED DIETARY TO BOYS IN TRAINING SHIPS.

LEAVE OF ABSENCE ON FULL PAY, &c.— OFFICERS, 

R.N. 

Whereas, under the Regulations for the government of Your 
Majesty's Navy, Arts. 1402 and 1429, leave of absence on full 
pay may be granted by us to the Naval Officers therein specified 
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on their return from Foreign Stations, and whereas we consider 
it is desirable to extend the privilege therein conceded to all 
Commissioned Officers below the rank of Flag Officer and to 
Warrant Officers of Your Majesty's Navy. 

We humbly recommend that Your Majesty will by Your 
Order i^ Council empower us to grant the leave now authorised 
by the said Kegulations to all such Officers according to the 
length of their service abroad. 

We further beg leave to propose that any officer of Your 
Majesty's Navy who becomes unfit for service at Home or abroad 
from causes beyond his own control may at our discretion be 
awarded full pay sick le^ve up to the limit of three months, in 
addition to any full pay leave he may have earned by foreign 
service, or to any period in respect of which he may be entitled 
to full pay on account of treatment in a Naval Hospital. 

This provision shall not apply to Officers wounded in 
action, as their cases are already provided for under existing 
regulations. 

The provisions of Art. 212 of Your Majesty's Regulations 
for the government of the Naval Service to be applicable to 
full pay sick leave, but in the case of an Officer discharged 
from a Home appointment the period of the full pay sick leave 
to count as Harbour Service. 

Clause 6 of the above-quoted Arts. 1402 and 1429 to be 
cancelled. 

The Lords Commissioners of ^ Your Majesty's Treasury have 
signified their concurrence in the cost of these proposals, to 
which it is proposed to give effect from 1st April 1898:

PRIZE COURTS— RULES OF COURTS AND TABLES 
OF FEES, &c. 

Whereas by an Act pabsed in the session of Padiament held in 
the 57th and 58ih years of Your Majesty's reign intituled '' An 
'•' Act to make further provision for the establishment of Prize 
" Courts and for other purposes connected therewith " it was 
inter alia enacted in section 2y that "any commission warrant 
" or instructions from Her Majesty the Queen or the Admiralty 
" for the purpose of commissioning or regulating the procedure 
" of a Prize Court at any place in a British Possession may, 
" notwithstanding the existence of peace, be issued at any time," 
and shall upon a proclamation to be made, as therein directed, 
subject to instructions from Your Majesty, by the Vice-Admiral 
of such possession, that v/ar has broken out between Your 
Majesty and any E oreign State, take effect as if the same had 
been issued after the breaking out of such war and such Foreign 
State were named therein, and that " the said Commission and 
" Warrant may authorise either a Vice- Admiralty Court, or a 
" Colonial Court of Admiralty, witljin the Htcaning of Colcmial 
" Courts of Admiralty Act, 1890, to act as a Prize Court, and 
*' may establish a Vice- Admiralty Court for that purpose "; And 
it was further enacted in section 3 (1) of the same Act that " Her 
" Majesty the Queen in Council may make rules of court for 
" regulating subject to the provis^ions of the Naval Prize Act, 
" 1864, and this Act, the procedure and practice of Prize Courts 
" within the meaning of that Act, and the duties and conduct 
" of the officers thereof, and of the practitioners therein, and 
" for regulating the fees to be taken by the officers of the 
*' Courts, and the costs, charges, and expenses to be allowed to the 
" practitioners therein." 

And whereas it appears to us to be expedient that rules of 
Court should be made as in the last recited section mentioned, 
to be observed in Vice-Admiralty Courts and Coloninl Courts of 
Admiralty, when acting as Prize Courts, and that such rules 
when made shall be issued as, and shall l)e, so far as they relate 
to procedure, instructions for regulating the procedure of the 
said Courts under section 2 aforesaid. 

Now therefore it is most humbly submitted that Your Majesty 
will be graciously pleased by your Order in Council to direct 
that the Rules and Tables of Fees annexed hereto shall on and 
from the 1st day of July, 1898, be theRu]es and Tables of Fees 
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to be observed and tnken in respect of Prize Proceedings in all 
such Vice- Admiralty Courts and Colonial Courts of Admiralty, 
within the meaning of the Colonial Courts of Admiralty Act, 
1890, as shall be duly authorised to act as Prize Courts, and 
shall thereupon be issued as, and shall be, so far as they relate 
to procedure, instructions for regulating the procedure of such 
Courts as Prize Courts.

MESS ALLOWANCES TO B.N.R. OFFICERS ATTENDING 
AT A NAVAL PORT FOR INSTRUCTION. 

Whereas it is laid down in Article 83 of the Instructions to 
the Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve, which have received 
the sanction of Your Majesty by Orders in Council of 23rd 
Febiniary 1891 &c. that all Officers called out or undergoing 
voluntary service or training will mess with Officers of their 
respective ranks in the Royal Navy, and will be granted the 
following allowances as contributions towards Mess expenses : — 

Officers of Ward Room rank - - 25. a day. 

Officers of Gun Room rank - - Is. a day. 

And whereas it is provided in a note to the said Article that 
these allowances are payable only for the period during which 
Officers pay Mess Subscriptions ; 

And whereas we are of opinion that this condition bears 
liavdly on Officers who attend the ports for courses of instructi(»n, 
but are obliged, owing to the absence of accommodation, to make 
their own arrangements instead of contributing to a Mess ; 

We beg leave therefore to recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to approve 
that such Royal Naval Reserve Officers as are situated as 
described in the preceding paragraph when attending at a 
Naval Port for instruction shall receive tbe same allowances 
as contributions towards Mess expenses as if they paid Mess 
Contributions.

direction that the Court shall act only upon such Pro- 
clamation as herein-after mentioned being made in the 
possession."

" Her Majesty the Queen in Council may make rules of 
Court for regulating subject to the provisions of the Naval 
Prize Act, 1864, and this Act, the procedure and practice of 
Prize Courts within the meaning ot that Act, and the duties 
and conduct of the Officers thereof, and of the practitioners 
therein, and for regulating the fees to be taken by the 
Officers of the Courts, and the costs, charges, and expenses 
to be allowed to the practitioners therein."

Crown, or loss to the Men generally. 

We beg leave, therefore, humbly to submit that Your Majesty 
may be grociously pleased by Your Order in Council to sanction 
the payment of Grog Money at the commuted rate of four

GRANT OF GRATXnTIES TO CERTAIN WmOWS OF

provided that Pensions for Hurts and Wounds, Widows' Pensions, 
and Compassionate Allowances to children should be awarded 
at the same rate and under the same conditions as in the case 
of Officers of the Royal Navy of corresponding rank : 

And whereas we are of opinion that the Widows of Officers 
on the Supplementary List of Your Majesty's Navy not having 
been killed in action or lost their lives in the execution of the 
Service, who at the time of their death had not five complete 
years' seniority as Commissioned Officers on the Active List, 
should be eligible for the award of Gratuities, provided that 
such Gratuity shall in every case be less than the Gratuity that 
would have been payable to the Officer himself, under Your 
Majesty's Order in Council of the Twenty-ninth Day of June 
1895 aforesaid, if he had been compelled by his illness to retire 
from Your Majesty's Navy instead of dying in it.

CHANGES IN RULES AND DEFINITION OF SEA AND 
HARBOUR SERVICE TIME. 

Whereas by Your Majesty's Order in Council of the Twenty- 
second day of February 1870, Your Majesty was graciously 
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pleased to sanction certain changes in the definition of Sea and 
Harbour Service, which was divided into— 
(a.) Service in a Ship of War at sea, 
(6.) Sea Service, 
(c.) Harbour Service, 
and in the manner in which each class of Service should respec- 
tively count for Pay, Half-Pay, Promotion, and Retirement, 
certain Service counting in full for all purposes, while other 
Service counted only in part. 

And whereas by Your Majesty's Orders in Council of the 
Fourth day of August 1873, the Twenty-ninth day of June 1882, 
the Third day of May 1888, and the First day of May 1890, 
further changes were sanctioned by Your Majesty, all of which 
were designed to allow Harbour Service to count either as ' Sea 
Service,' or as equivalent to ' Service in a Ship of War at Sea ' 
so as to make it full qualifying service for retirement and 
promotion. 

And whereas the introduction of various changes and modifi- 
cations in the system of counting service for the several purposes 
set forth above has resulted in the creation of many complica- 
tions and anomalies : 

We are of opinion that it is desirable in the interests of Your 
Majesty's Naval Service that the regulations should be simplified, 
keeping in view the following points, which, in Our opinion, are 
of much importance, viz. : — 

(a.) The necessity for a more rigid definition of * Service in a 
Ship of War at Sea,' a minimum period of which is 
indispensable to qualify an Officer for promotion, 
(ft.) The desirability of the abolition of the categories *Sea 

Service ' and ' Harbour Service.' 
(c.) The desirability of all * Service ' counting in full for 
promotion and for increase of Full Pay, Half Pay, and 
Retired Pay, provided the conditions as to Service 
in a Ship of War at Sea €ire fulfilled. 
We beg leave therefore humbly to recommend that Your 
Majesty will be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to 
sanction the following rules and definition of Service as regards 
Flag Officers, Captains, Commanders, and Lieutenants in Your 
Majesty's Navy : — 

I. — * Service ' to mean service on Full Pay. 
IL — All * Service ' to count in full for promotion and 
for increase of Full Pay, Half Pay, and Retired Pay, 
provided (1) that, as regards promotion, the Officer has 
completed the minimum qualifying period of ' Service in a 
Ship of War at Sea ' specified in Rule IV., and has never 
avoided service : and (2) that, as regards increase of Full 
and Half Pay, he has completed the periods of ' Service in 
a Ship of War at Sea ' required by existing Regulations: 
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III. — Service in a Ship of War at Sea to be defined as 
follows : — 

(a.) All time served on board Her Majesty's Ships or 
Vessels commissioned for Sea Service or in Vessels 
actually employed in Surveying (Coast Guard 
and Port Guard Ships are provided for in 
Clause 6). 
(6.) Service in the following Classes of Ships whilst kept 
fully manned for Sea Service — 
Cofiust Guard Ships, 

Port Guard Ships (at Home and Abroad), 
Royal Naval Reserve Drill Ships. 
(c.) Service in Seagoing Tenders to Coast Guard Ships, 
in Training Tenders during the cruising season, 
and in such other Tenders to Harbour Ships at 
home and abroad as the Admiralty may declare 
to be Seagoing Tenders. 
IV. — The periods of * Service ' qualifying for promotion 
to be as follows : — 

(a.) To qualify a Captain whose seniority brings hirn in 
turn for advancement to the Active List of Flag 
Officers, he must have served the following periods 
in command, of which three years must in each 
case have been in a * Ship of War at Sea ' — 
During Pecbce - - - - Six years. 
During War - - - - Four years. 

During Peace and War combined Five years- 
Note. — The first two years' Service to qualify for 
advancement to Flag rank must be in command 
of a * Ship of War at Sea/ 
Captains who arrive at their turn for promotion 
without having completed the qualifying service 
to be retired. 
(6.) To qualify a Commander for promotion to the rai^ik 
of Captain on the Active List, he must have com- 
pleted two years' Service as Commander, of which 
one year must have been in a * Ship of War at Sea.' 
A Commander may be promoted to the rank of Cap- 
tain for gallantry in action provided he has com- 
pleted one year's * Service in a Ship of War at Sea.* 
No Commander to be eligible to command a Stationary 
Ship at home who has not had one year's ' Service 
in a Ship of War at Sea.' 
(c.) To qualify a Lieutenant for promotion to the rank 
of Commander on the Active List, he must have 
completed four years' Service as Lieutenant, of 
which three years must have been in a ' Ship of 
War at Sea.' 
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A Lieutenant may be promoted to the rank of Com- 
mander for gallantry in action provided he has completed 
two years' service, of which one year must be in a ' Ship of 
War at Sea.' 

We would further beg leave to reconunend that Your Majesty 
will be graciously pleased to direct that * Civil Employment ' 
as defined in Section Five, paragraph Nine, of Your Majesty's 
Order in Council of the Twenty-second day of February 1870, 
shall count as Service for all purposes, except that it shall not 
qualify for promotion without the requisite period of * Service 
in a Ship of War at Sea,' and that it shall not be deemed to be 
Service to prevent compulsorj-^ retirement. 

We also recommend that Your Majesty may be graciously 
pleased to direct that, for the purposes of retirement, the new 
rules and definition of Service shall apply to all Officers retired 
after the Thirty-first day of March 1899, and that, as regards 
promotion. Service shall be calculated — 

(1) under existing rules up to the Thirty-first day of March 

1899 inclusive, and 

(2) under the new rules from the first day of April 1899 

inclusive. 

Note. — No change to be made in the existing qualifi- 
cations for increase of FuU and Half Pay except that 
where periods of ' Service in a Ship of War at Sea ' 
are required, such Service, firom the First day of April 
1899, shall be as defined in paragraph III. 

We do not recommend that Your Majesty should direct any 
change to be made either in the present regulations in regard to 
counting time when on Half Pay, or when employed on Com- 
mittees, nor (except so far as the abolition of the terms Sea and 
Harbour Service, and of the distinction existing between those 
terms, aflTects their cases) in regard to — 

(a.) Officers in Colonial employment. 

(6.) Officers undergoing Gunnery and Torpedo Courses in 

the rank of Lieutenant, 
(c.) Officers studying at Greenwich, 
(d) Officers studying Foreign Languages abroad. 

We further beg leave to recommend that the provisions of the 
following Orders in Council, so far as they are affected by these 
proposals, be repealed : —

APPOINTMENT OF RECRUITING STAFF OFFICER, 
SECOND CLASS, AS ASSISTANT TO INSPECTOR

1895, the number, status, and pay of Officers of the Royal 
Marines employed on Recruiting duties were laid down, and the 
Officer in charge of the principal Recruiting Station in London 
was styled "Inspector of Marine Recruiting" and granted a 
Consolidated Salary of Eight hundred pounds per annum, 
inclusive of all pay and allowances, except that attaching to 
the appointment of Aide-de-Camp to Your Majesty, if held by 
that Officer : 

And whereas the duties of this Officer necessitate his frequent 
absence from his post on inspection duties, and the performance 
of his multifarious duties has to be temporarily provided for by 
detailing an Officer from the Staff of the Deputy Adjutant 
General of Royal Marines, an arrangement which, in our opinion, 
is not desirable in the interests of Your Majesty's Service, and 
is detrimental to the efficient canying out of recruiting, a service 
which is of the greatest importance, in view of the expansion of 
Your Majesty's Fleet : 

We beg leave to recommend that Your Majesty may be 
graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to authorise us to 
appoint a Recruiting Staff Officer of the Second Class, with pay 
at the rate of Two hundred pounds per annum, and a London 
Allowance of Fifty Pounds per annum, as Assistant to the 
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Inspector of Marine Recruiting ; the duration of such appoint- 
ment not to exceed five years, and to be vacated on the holder 
attaining fifty-eight yeais.

Article 1247, Clause 2, as amended. 

§2. In the case of men enlisted on or before the 1st September 
1888 time served in the Army with Good or Fair character 
shall reckon for pansion with subsequent service in the Marines, 
and vice v&isd, provided a break of one yeai- did -pot take place 
between the two services. 

In the case of men discharged to pension after the 31st 
December 1899, who entered since 1st September 1888, so much 
of the time they have served in the Army shall count as would 
have reckoned towards pension had they continued to serve 
therein, provided — 

(a) that the total period of a man's service in the Aimy did 
not exceed four years ; or if it did, and he entered the 
Royal Marines after the 1st September 1888, that not 
more than four years of such service shall reckon 
towards pension ; 
^ (b) tliat he acknowledged his former service on entering the 
Royal Marines ; 

(c) that he was, when discharged from the Army, in possession 
of as many good conduct badges as were obtainable by 
a soldier of his service ; 

{d) that he entered the Royal Marines within one year of his 
discharge from the Army. 

In the case of a man transferre 1 from the Army for con- 
tinuation of service in the Royal Marines, or of a trained 
musician discharged with good character from the Army, who 
enlists within one year of discharge to fill a vacancy in a Marine 
Band, all time served in the Army towards pension shall, not- 
withstanding the ab )ve provisos, be counted towards his Naval 
pension. 

Article 2147, Clause 3, as amended. 

§3. In the case of men who joined the Navy before 31st 
"March 1885, time served in the Army, with Good or Fair 
character, shall reckon for pension with subsequent service in 
the Navy, and vice ver^a, provided a bieak of one year did not 
take place between the two services ; in exceptional cases, how- 
ever, when such a break has occurred, the former service may 
be reckoned if it would have been allowed in the Army. 

In the case of men discharged to pension after 31st December 
1899, who entered sincj 31st March 1885, so much of the time 
they have served in the Army shall count as would have 
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reckoned towards pension had they continued to serve tlierein ; 
provided — 

(a) that the total period of a man's service in the Army did 
not exceed four years ; or if it did, and he entered the 
Navy after 1st April 1885 that not more than four 
years of such service shall reckon towards pension ; 

(6) that he acknowledged his former service on entering the 

Navy; 

(c) that he was, when discharged from the -Army, in possession 
of as many good conduct badges as were obtainable by 
soldier of his service; 

{d) that he entered the Navy within one year of his discharge 
from the Army.

COMMISSIONS FOR REGISTRARS, &c., R.N.R.— 
NEW REGULATIONS. 

Whereas by Tour Majesty's Orders in Council dated the third 
day of May 1882, and the sixteenth day of May 1893, We are 
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authorised to grant Commissions as Honorary Paymaster and 
Honorary Assistant Paymaster in the Royal Naval Reserve to 
such of the Registrars, Assistant Registrars and Deputy Registrars 
as We m \y consider deserving of distinction. 

And whereas We are of opinion that it is desirable to grant 
a higher rank than that of Paymaster to Registrars of long 
experience at important Ports, and to facilitate the promotion 
of Assistant Paymasters as a reward for long and approved 
Service, 

And whereas We are of opinion that the grant of " Honorary " 
Commiasions conveys a wrong impression as to the position of 
the Officers in connexion with the Royal Naval Reserve. 

We beg leave to recommend that Your Majesty may be 
graciously pleased by your Order in Council to cancel the 
Regulations under which Honorary Rank is conferred, and to 
empower Us to grant at Our discretion Commissions as Staff 
Paymaster, Paymaster and Assistant Paymaster in the Royal 
Naval Reserve to such of the Registrars, Assistant Registrars 
and Deputy Registrars as We may consider deserving of dis- 
tinction, and who are recommended by the Board of Trade 
under the following conditions ; namely : — 

I. As Staff Paymaster. — To Paymasters of the Royal 
Naval Reserve of not less than forty years of age, who are 
stationed at the Chief Ports of the United Kingdom, and 
have served ten years as Registrars or Assistant Registrars, 

As Paymaster. 

(a.) To Registrars or Assistant Registrars of not less 
than thirty years of age who have ten years' combined 
service as Registrar or Assistant Registrar, and Deputy 
Registrar, five years of such service to be as Registrar or 
Assistant Registrar. 

(6.) To Assistant Paymasters of the Royal Naval Reserve 
who are considered to be specially deserving of advancement, 
provided — 

That they have served as Registrar or Assistant Registrar 
at important ports ; 

or 

That they have attained twelve years' seniority in their 
present rank. 

As Assistant Paymaster. — To Registrars, Assistant 
Registrars, and Deputy Registrars of nob less than twenty- 
five years of age, who have five years service as such. 

II. Officers ceasing to serve as Registrar, Assistant 
Registrar, or Deputy Registrar to be placed on the Retired 
List of their respective ra^ks in the Royal Naval Reserve; 
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but to be at our discretion re- instated on the Active List 
should they at any time again hold such Office. 

III. — Officers at present on the lists of Honorary Pay- 
masters and Honorary Assistant Paymasters to receive 
Commissions as Paymasters and Assistant Paymasters 
respectively.

1 This Order shall take effect from the date hereof. 

2. On this Ord3v taking effect the following clause shall be 
inserted in the First Schedule of the Order in Council of the 
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26th Februaiy, 1897, after clause 15, and shall be numbered 
15a :— 

" No Merchant or other Private Vessel laden wholly or 
in part with petroleum shall pass within tbe limits of the 
Harbour until certificates to the effect hereinafter mentioned 
have been lodged with the Queen's Harbour Master \ and 
his permission has been obtained. 

"First — A. test certificate from the Port of Shipment 
signed by a person skilled in the testing of Petroleum, and 
countersigned, if the port of shipment be a foreign port, by 
the British Consul, and if the port of shipment bo a British 
port by the Collector or other proper Officer of Customs, to 
the effect that the oil does not give off inflammable vapour 
below the temperature of 73 degrees of Fahrenheit's 
thermometer. 

" Second. — A certifi. ate from the importers or brokers of 
the Petroleum to the same e^ect. 

" Any ship laden as above shall anchor near the edge of 
the Spit Sand with the Si it Fort bearing North East by 
East, until permission to pass within the limits of the 
Harbour is obtained."

AMENDMENT OF THE PRIZE PROCLAMATION. 
From 31st October 1900. 

Whereas Your Majesty was graciously pleased by Your Eoyal 
Proclamation of the third day of August 1886 to regulate, 
according to the scheme set forth therein or recognised thereby, 
the distribution of the net proceeds of Piizes captured from the 
enemy, of captures and Feizures i nder the several Acts of Parlia- 
ment passed relat'ng to the Revenues of Customs, and to Trad© 
and Navigation, for the abolition of the Slave Trade, for the 
capture and destruction of Pirates and Piratical Vessels, and of 
the Rewards conferred for the same, as also, of the awards for 
all salvage granted to the Crews of Your Majesty's Ships and 
Vessels of War, when not otherwise specially apportioned by the 
Terms of the resp3ctisre awards and allowances. 

And whereas we are of opinion that certain alterations in the 
appointment and classification of the shares are desirable. 
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We humbly beg to recommend that Your Majesty will be 
graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to amend the 
above-mentioned Proclamation from and after the thirty-first day 
of October next, and to direct that the Proclamation transmitted 
herewith for Your Majesty's gracious approval be substituted in 
lieu thereof.

A Proclamation. 
Victoria R. 

Whereas by Our Order in Council of this day's date We 
were graciously pleased to annul, from and after the thirty-first 
day of October next, Our Royal Proclamation of the Third day 
August One thousand eight hundred and eighty-six, regulating, 
according to the Scheme set forth therein or recognised thereby, 
the Distribution of the net Proceeds of Prizes captured from the 
Enemy, of Captures and Seizures under the several Acts of 
Parliament passed relating to the Revenues of Customs, and to 
Trade and Navigation, for the Abolition of the Slave Trade, for 
the Capture and Destruction of Pirates and Piratical Vessels, 
and of the Rewards conferred for the same, as also of the Awards 
for all Salvage granted to the Crews of Our Ships and Vessels 
of War, when not otherwise specially apportioned by the Terms 
of the respective Awards and Allowances, and in consequence of 
certain APeiations in the Apportionment and Classification 
of the Shares being desirable, it is expedient that Provision 
should be made for the future Distribution of such net Proceeds 
and Salvage not otherwise specially apportioned, and all other 
Moneys whatsoever granted to be shared among the Officers and 
Crews of Our Ships and Vessels in the 'Manner of Prize Money .^ 

We do, therefore, now make known to all Our loving. Subjects, 
a/ud to all others whom it may concern, by this Our Proclama- 
tion, by and with the Advice of Our Privy Council, that Our 
Royal Will and Pleasure is, and We do hereby direct, That 
Ships or Vessels being in sight of a Prize, as also of the Captor 
under Circumstances to cause Intimidation to the Prize and 
Encouragement to the Captor, shall be alone entitled to share 
as joint Captors, and that the Distribution of all such net 
Proceeds of Prizes, Rewards, Allowances, Salvage Awards, and 
of ail Bounties and Grants whatsoever distributable to Our 
Royal Navy in the Manner of Prize Money, shall be made as 
follows, viz. : — 

That the Flag Officer or OfFcers shall have One Thirtieth Part 
of the whole net Proceeds arising from Prizes captured from 
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the Enemy, and from all other Captures and Seizures, &e., 
s^ aforesaid, made by any of the Ships or Vessels under 
his or their Command, and of the Rewards conferred for 
the same, according to the following Conditions and Modifi- 
tions save and except as herein-after provided and directed ; 
. that is to say, — 

When there is but One Flag Officer he shall have the 
entire One Thirtieth Part : when Two Flag Officers 
shall be sharing together, the Chief shall have Two 
Thirds, and the other Flag Officer shall have the re- 
maining One Third of the One Thirtieth Part: and 
when there shall be more than Two Flag Officers, the 
Chief shall have One Half of the said One Thirtieth 
Part, and the remaining half shall be equally divided 
among the Junior Flag Officers: Commodores of the 
First Class and Captains of the Fleet to share as Flag 
Officers : Provided always, that no Flag Officer, unless 
actually on board any of Our Ships or Vessels of War, 
and at the actual taking, sinking, burning, or other- 
wise destroying any Ship or Ships of War, Privateer 
or Privateers belonging to the Enemy, shall share in 
the Distribution of any Head Money or Bounty Money 
granted as a Reward for the taking, sinking, burning, 
or otherwise destroying any such Ship or Vessel of 
the Enemy. 

That no Flag Officei*, unless actually present at the Capture 
or Destruction of any Pirates or Piratical Ship, Vessel, or 
Boat shall share in any Distribution of the Proceeds or 
Bounty in respect of such Pirates, or of the Crews of such 
Piratical Ship, Vessel, or Boat. 

That no Flag Officer shall share in any Remuneration or 
Reward conferred or awarded to the Crew of any of Our 
Ships or Vessels as Salvage, unless he shall have been 
:actually on board the Ship or Vessel to which the Award 
shall be made, or have personally aided and assisted in the 
Transaction at the Time the Service was rendered. 

That no Flag Officer commanding in any Port in the United 
Kingdom shall share in the Proceeds of any Prize captured 
from the Enemy, or in other Captures, Seizures, Rewards, 
or. any distributive Proceeds as aforesaid, made by any 
Ships or Vessels which shall sail from or leave such Port by 
Order of the Lord High Admiral, or of Our Commissioners 
for executing the Office of Lord High Admiral. 

That when Ships or Vessels under the Command of several 
Flag Officers belonging to separate Stations, shall be joint 
Captors, &c., each Flag Officer shall receive a Proportion 
of the Oiie Thirtieth Part according to the Number of 
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Officers and Men present under the Command of each such 

Flag Officer ; and when Ships or Vessels under Orders from 

the Lord High Admiral or from our Commissioners for 

executing the Office of Lord High Admiral, are joint 

Captors, &c., with other Ships or Vessels under a Flag or 

Flags, the like Regulations as to the Apportionment of 

the Flag Share to the Flag Officer or Officers are to ba 

observed. 

With reference to Flag Officers it is to be noted, — That when 

an inferior Flag Officer is sent to reinforce a superior Officer on 

any Station, the superior Flag Officer shall not share in any 

Prize taken by the inferior Flag Officer before he has arriv^ 

within the limits of that Station, unless the inferior Officer shall 

have received some order directly from, and shall be acting in 

execution of some order issued by, such superior Flag Officer. 

No chief Flag Officer quitting any Station, except upon some 
definite urgent Service, and with the intention of returning to 
the Station as soon as such Service is performed, shall share in 
any Prize taken by Our Ships or Vessels left behind after he 
has passed the Limits of the Station, or after he has surrendered 
the Command to another Flag Officer appointed by the Admiralty 
to command in chief upon such Station. 

An inferior Flag Officer quitting any Station (except when 
detached by Orders from his Commander-in-Chief upon a special 
Service, accompanied with Orders to return to ' .«»uch Station as 
soon as the Service has been performed), shall have no share in 
Prizes taken by the Ships and Vessels remaining on the Station 
after he has passed the limits thereof. 

In like manner Flag Officers remaining on such Station shall 
not share in the Prizes taken' by such inferior Officer, or by 
Ships or Vessels under his immediate Command, after he has 
quitted the Limits of the Station, except he has been detached 
as aforesaid. 

A Commander-in-Chief or other Flag Officer belonging to any 
Station shall not share in any Prize or Prizes taken out of the- 
Limits of that Station by any Ship or Vessel under the Command 
of a Flag Officer of any other Station, or under Orders from Our 
Commissioners of the Admiralty, unless such Commander-in- 
Chief or Flag Officer is expressly authorised by our said Com- 
missioners to take the Command of that Station in which the 
Prize or Prizes is or are taken, and shall actually have taken 
upon him such Command. 

Every Commodore having a Captain under him shall be 
esteemed a Flag Officer with respect to the Thirtieth Part of 
Prizes taken, whether he be Comn ander-in-Chief or serving 
under Command. 

Any Officer on board any of Our Ships of War at the Time of 
capturing any Prize or Prizes who shall have mere Commissiona 
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than one shall be entitled only to share in such Prize or Prize* 
according to the share allotted to him by the above-mentioned 
Distribution in respect to his Superior Commission or OflSce. 

And with reference to these Regulations it is to be noted, 
that a Captain, Commander or other Commanding Officer of a 
Ship or Ves el shall be deemed to be under the Command of a 
Flag when he shall actually have received some Order from, or 
be acting in the execution of some Order issued by a Flag 
Officer, whether he be or be not within the Limits of the Stat ion 
of such Flag Officer; and in the event of his being directed to 
join a Flag Officer on any Station, he shall be deemed to be 
under the Command of such Flag Officer from the Time when 
he arrives within the Limits of the Station, which Circumstance 
is always to be carefully noted in the Log Book ; and it shall be 
considered that he continues under the Flag Officer of such 
Station until he shall have received some Order directly from or 
be acting in the Execution of some Order issued by some other 
Flag Officer duly authorised, or by the Lord High Admiral, 
or Our Commission ers for executing the Office of Lord High 
Admiral. 

Every Commodore of the Second Class shall share as Captain. 

And We hereby direct, That the Captain appointed as Chief 
of Staff, Captain, Commander, Lieutenant Commanding, Staff 
Commander commanding, or any other Officer duly commanding 
any Ship or Vessel of War, singly making a Capture or Seizure,, 
or otherwise entitled to the distributive Benefit arising from any 
Proceeds, Reward, Grant, Bounty, Salvage, or other Award as 
aforesaid, that is to say, the Officer actually in command at the 
Time, shall have One Tenth of the Remainder, or if there is no 
Flag Officer to share, One Tenth of the entire net Proceeds, 
ex« ept that if the single capturing Ship be a classed Ship having 
a Commander under the Captain the Commander shall take a 
Portion of the One Tenth Part according to the Proportion 
herein-after set forth ; and if more than One Commanding 
Officer of the same rank of Command shall be entitled to share 
as joint Captors, &c., the One Tenth shall be equally divided 
between them; but when Captains, Commanders, Lieutenants,, 
and Staff Commanders commanding, respectively, Our Ships and 
Vessels of War, and Commanders under Captains in rated Ships, 
shall share together in whatever Variety of Combination, the 
One Tenth shall be so divided into Parts for a graduated 
Apportionment as to provide for each Captain receiving six 
Parts ; each Commander comnaanding, or Commander under the 
Captain in a rated Ship, Three Parts ; and each Lieutenant 
Commanding or Staff Commander Commanding, or other Officer 
actually Commanding a vessel of War, Two Parts ; which We 
hereby direct shall be the Proportion in which they shall

And with respect to Supernumeraries, We do hereby direct, — 
1st. That all Supernumeraries holding Ranks in the Service 
above the Ranks or Ratings specified in the Sixth 
Class of this Our Proclamation who have been 
ordered to do duty in any of Our Ships and Vessels 
by the Lord High Admiral, by Our Commissioners 
for Executing the Office of Lord High Admiral, by 
the Senior Officer of the Fleet or Squadron, or if 
none senior, then by the Captain or Commanding 
Officer of the Capturing Ship or Vessel, if not by 
special Authority employed in higher Capacities, 
shall share according to the ranks which they 
respectively hold in the Service ; but in all Cases, 
to qualify them for so sharing, and not merely as 
Supernumeraries in the Tenth Class, due notation of 
their being thus respectively ordered to do duty 
must be made on the Victualling Lists and the 
Prize Lists. 
2nd, That all Supernumeraries holding ratings in the 
Service below the Denominations of those specified 
in the Fifth Class of this Our Proclamation, and 
who at full Victuals are engaged in the ordinary 
Duties of the Ship, shall always share according to 
the ratings which they bear in the Service. 
3rd. That no Interpreter, unless holding some Rank or 
Rating in the Service, shall share in any Proceeds, 
Bount'es, or Awards as aforesaid, except by the 
special permission of the Lord High Admiral, or Our 
Commissioners for executing the Office of Lord High 
Admiral for the Time bein^. 

And in order that Our Royal Intentions herein may be duly 
carried into effect, We further direct that when any Capture or 
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Seizure is made, or Service performed for which a distributable 
Grant or Reward is to be made, or is expectod to be conferred 
or awarded to any of Our Ships or Vessels of War, the Captain 
or Commanding OflScer shall t'tinsmit or cause to be transmitted, 
as soon as may be, to the Secretary of the Admiralty, a true and 
perfect list of all the Officers, Seamen, Marines, Soldiers, and 
others who were actually on board on the occasion, with a 
notation thereon, stating whether any other of Our Ships or 
Vessels was in sight at the Time of the Capture, accompanied by 
a separate L'st containing the names of those belonging to the 
Crew who were absent on duty or otherwise at the time^ 
specifying the Cause of such Absence, each List to contain the 
Quality of the Service of each Person, with their several 
Ratings, to be subscribed by the Captain or Commanding 
Officer, and Three or more of the Chief Officers on board. 

And when the List of those actually on board, with the 
separate List of Persons absent, though belonging to the Ship 
or Vessel, shall have been verified on Examination with the 
Ship's Books lodged as Official Record^, the Accountant General 
of 0\X£ Navy shall Grant a Certificate that such lists are correct 
or have been coriected, as occasion may require, in order that 
Distribution of the respective Prize or other Proceeds payable 
as Prize or Salvage Money may be duly made in the Department 
of the Accountant General of Our Navy. 

And IP the distribution of such Prize, or other Proceeds 
payable as Prize and Salvage Money, We hereby direct that all 
Officers, Seamen, Marines, Soldiers and others, holding Acting 
Appointments superior to their Substantive Ranks or Ratings, 
and who are in receipt of the Pay of such Acting Appointment, 
shall sliare in the Classes to which the Ranks and Ratings, in 
which they are acting, may belong : and further, that all Persons 
temporarily employed in Our Navy shall share in the Classes to 
which tlie Ranks and Ratings to which they are temporarily 
appointed may belong. 

And in the event of Difficulty arising with respect to any of 
the Regulations hereby ordered, or if any Case should occur not 
herein provided for, or not sufficiently provided for.

AMENDED REGULATION TO QUALIFY A CAPTAIN 
FOR ADVANCEMENT TO FLAG RANK. 

Whereas by Your Majesty's Order in Council of the nineteenth 
day of May, 1899, it was provided that, to qualify a Captain 
whose seniority brinors him in turn for advancement to the 
Active List of Fl-^g Officers, he must have served certain periods 
in command, of which three years must in any case have been 
in a ship of war at sea. 

And whereas it has been found that the condition that a 
Captain should be in command, so far as it relates to periods 
other than the three years required in a ship of war at sea,

MEDICAL EXAMINATION OF RECRUITS^ 

By Retired Naval and Military Officers, Civil Practitioners 
and Surgeons and Agents.

NURSING SISTERS IN NAVAL HOSPITALS. 

Alteration in System of Retirement. 

Whereas we have had under consideration the regulations for 
the Staff of Nursing Sisters in Your Majesty's Naval Hospitals, 
especially in regard to the system under which the Sihters have 
hitherto been superannuated as Civilians : 

And whereas we are of opinion that it is desirable to assimi- 
late the system of retirement to that established under Her late 
Majesty's Royal Warrant for Army Nursing Sisters, we beg 
leave humbly to recommend that your Majesty will be graciously 
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)>l6a86d by Your Order in Council, to sanction the Begulations 
for the retirement and award of pensions, to the Staff of Nursing 
Sisters in Your Majesty's Naval Hos{)itals, as embodied in the 
Schedule attached : 

We further submit that all their existing rights shall be 
reserved to the Members of the Staff of Nursing Sisters who are 
already in the Service. 

The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty's Treasury have 
signified their concurrence in these proposals. 



Schedule. 



1. A Head Sister or a Nursing Sister shall be eligible to 
retire on pension after 10 years' service, if she is rendered unfit 
for Hospital duty through disease or injury, certified by two 
medical officers specially appointed to examine her. 

2. A Head Sister shall not continue in the Service after the 
age of 65, nor a Nursing Sister after 50 ; and both Head Sisters 
and Nursing Sisters may be called upon at any time to retire 
on the pension or gratuity earned by their service, should such 
a course be held to be desirable on public grounds by the Lords 
Commissioners of the Admii-alty, whose decision will be final. 

3 A Head Sister pensioned for disability under the age of 
55, or a Nursing Sister under the age of 50, shall be liable, 
should such disability cease, to be called upon to re-enter the 
Service with the salary to which she would have been entitled 
h:ui she not been disabled, and should slie refuse so to re-enter 
the Service her pension shall cease. 

4. The pension of a Head Sister or Nursing Sister shall be 
calculated solely upon her salary, and the rate shall, after 10 
years* service, be 30 per cent, of her salary for the preceding 
year, and shall rise 2 per cent, of her salary for each additional 
year's service, to a maximum of 70 per cent, of her salary for 
the ye^r preceding the grant of the pension. 

5. A Head Sister or a Nursing Sister in any case of special 
devotion to her duties, may be granted a higher pension than 
that fixed by Par. 4, but not, however, exceeding £50 a year in 
all in the case of a Nursing S'ster, or £20 a year in addition to 
the ordinary pension by service for a Head Sister. 

6. A Head Sister or a Nurrfng Sister disabled in the Service, 
after five but under ten years' service, shall be granted such rate 
of pension below that fixed in Par. 4 as may be determined by 
the Board of Admiralty. If she has served for less than five 
years when disabled, she shall receive a gratuity, to be deter- 
mined in like manner. 
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7. A Head Sister or a Nursing Sister, retired on account of 
unfitness for the duties of her appointment, may, provided she 
has not been guilty of misconduct, be granted a gratuity of one 
month's pay for each year of service, if not entitled to a pension 
imder Par. 4. 

8. In cases where, after a period of not less than six months' 
sick leave, a Head Sister or a Nursing Sister is pensioned for a 
disability not permanently unfitting her for duty, the pension 
shall cease on the date when she again becomes fit for duty, 
unless there should then be no vacancy, in which case, should 
she be willing to continue her service, she may remain on 
pension for a period not exceeding one year, pending a vacancy 

9. A Head Sister or a Nursing Sister retiring, without having 
previously obtained permission to do so, or being dismissed for 
misconduct, shall forfeit alJ claim to pension or gratuity.

employrfien^ may be placed on sbhe Retiif^ o^, Pension List 
irrespective of Age or Service, whether he has been tried by 
Court Martial or not. 

2. An Officer placed on the Retired List under Clause I. may 
be granted such rate of Retired Pay, or such Gratuity, as the 
Admiralty may think fit, provided that the amount of Retired 
Pay shall in no case exceed the half-pay to which such Officer 
was entitled previous to retirement, and that the amount of the 
gratuity awarded shall not exceed the commutation value (as 
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assessed by the Pensions Commutation Board) of such half -pay ; 
and shall be less than the amount of gratuity to which he would 
have been entitled under ordinary circumstancea 

No OflScer may, however, be granted retired pay in excess of 
the amount to which he would have been entitled under ordinary 

circumstances.

3. An OflScer who has had long and good service, but who is 
not entitled under Ordinary Regulations to Retired Pay or 
Gratuity, in consequence of forfeiture of service by sentence of 
Court Martial, may be awarded such Gratuity, not exceeding 
five hundred pounds (£500) as the Admiralty may think fit. 

4. An OflScer dismiased the Service by sentence of Court 
Martial may be awarded a Compassionate Allowance not exceed- 
ing the lowest rate of half -pay of his rank ; but the granting 
of such Compassionate Allowance shall be entirely at the 
discretion of the Admiralty. 

No OflScer may, however, be awarded a Compassionate 
Allowance in excess of the retired pay to which he would have 
been entitled, under ordinary circumstances, on retirement. 

5. Sub-Lieutenants and Assistant Paymasters, whether dis- 
missed the Service by Court Martial, or placed on the Retired 
List under Clause I. may be awarded Gratuities not exceeding 
£25 for each year's service in these ranks, nor £250 in all. 

6. Chief Gunners, Chief Boatswains, Chief Carpenters, Warrant 
OflScers, and Officers of Coast Guard other than Commissioned 
OflScers, placed on the Pension List under Clause I. may be 
awarded such reduced rates of Pension as the Admiralty may in 
each case determine. 

7. Nothing in this Schedule shall prejudice or aflfect the 
power of the Admiralty to discharge or dismiss OflScers or shall 
confer on any person who has been removed from His Majesty's 
Service any right to half -pay, retired pay or pension, compas- 
sionate allowance, or gratuity. 

8. The expression *'an OflScer" in this Schedule shall, unless 
the context otherwise requires, include Commissioned Oflicers, 
WaiTant OflScers, and Subordinate Officers of all ranks.

DOCKYARD PORT OF BEREHAVEN. 

Whereas by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865, it is 
enacted that it shall be lawful for His Majesty in Council, from 
time to time, by Order in Council, to define the limits of a 
Dockyard Port for the purposes of that Act, and to make 
Regulations in relation to any Dockyard Port for all or any of 
the purposes in the said Act particularly mentioned, and for 
such other purposes as from time to time seem necessary, with 
a view to the proper protection of His Majesty's vessels, dock- 
yards, or property, or to the requirements of His Majesty's 
Naval Service : 

And whereiis the Harbour of Berehaven is a "Dockyard 
Port '* within the meaning of the said Act : 

And whereas it appears expedient to the requirement of His 
Majesty's Naval Service that the limits of the Dockyard Port of 
Berehaven should be defined : 

And whereas the provisions of section 1 of the Rules Publica- 
tion Act have been complied with : 

Now, therefore. His Majesty, by virtue of the powers in this 
behalf by the said Act, or otherwise in Him vested, is pleased, 
on the recommendation of the Admiralty, by and with the 
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advice of His Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby ordered 
as follows : — 

Preliminary. 

1. This Order shall take effect from the first day of October 
1901. 

2. In this Order, unless the context shall otherwise require, 
the terms " Vessel," ** Master," and " Justice " shall have the 
same meaning as in the said Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 
and the term "the said Dockyard Port" shall mean the Dock- 
yard Port of Berehaven, as described in paragraph 8 hereof. 

Dockyard Port of Berehaven. 

3. For the purposes of the said Act and of this Order, the 
limits of the Dockyard Port of Berehaven shall be as follows :— 

All the waters, bays, and creeks so far as the tide flows lying 
between the lines drawn as follows : — 

On the east, a line drawn south true through the 
western extreme of Bull Island to a position 6,400 
yards from the land, thence west true to a position 
south true from Clonaghlin Point, and thence to 
Clonaghlin Point. 
At the we^t entrance a line drawn from the extremity 
of Fair Head to the extremity of Shee Head. 

Dfxineation of Limits. 

4. On the chart accompanying this Order are drawn all the 
limits referred to herein. 

5. The Regulations contained in the Schedule hereto are 
hereby made, and shall have effect in relation to the Dockyard 
Port of Berehaven. 



SCHEDULE. 



General. 

(1.) Moorings for His Majesty's Ships, mark buoys, and other 
tiids to navigation, and such other buoys as may be required 
for any purpose in connection with Naval or Military opera- 
ition^, shall be pliced by the Kings Harbour Master as^ from 
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time to time, the requirements of His Majesty's Service may 
demand. 

(2.) Moorings for private vessels shall not be laid in the said 
Dockyard Port without the permission, in writing, of the King's 
Harbour Master, and in such positions as he shall deem fit, and 
svich moorings shall be forthwith removed on the requisition of 
the King's Harbour Master to that efiect. 

(3.) If at any time the anchor of any merchant or other 
private vessel hooks any Government moorings, or any electric 
cable or moorings of buoys, the master, or other person having 
the charge or command of such vessel ehall not proceed to 
unhook the same, but shall forthwith give notice thereof to the 
Senior Naval OflScer, or to the King's Harbour Master, in order 
that aid may be given for clearing such moorings or cables 
without doing dan* age to the same 

(4.) No merchant, or other private vessel, shall make fast to, 
or lie at, any of the buoys marking the channels or shoals in the 
Dockyard Port. 

(5.) No merchant, or other private vessel, shall, without 
licence in writing from the Senior Naval Officer or the King's 
Harbour Master, be moored or fastened to anj'' of the Forts, nor 
to any Government moorings, buoys, piles, or vessels, in the 
Dockyard Port. 

(6.) Whenever it may be necessary for Mining or Gunnery 
operations or experiments, dredging operations, or other Naval 
or Military purposes, to reserve any area for such operations or 
purposes, the area will be marked by buoys coloured green and 
white, or by posts coloured red; and after twenty-one days' 
warning notice has been issued by the Admiralty, and published 
in the " Dublin Gazette," no vessel shall anchor within, or pass 
through, the area so marked, unless compelled to do so by stress 
of weather, or to avoid accident, nor when such area is uncovered 
or nearly uncovered at low water shall any person pass through 
it, or remain in it, unless by permission of, and under such 
arrangements as may be from time to time made by the Officer 
in charge of such opera^ons. 

(7.) No merchant, or other private vessel, shall anchor on the 
lines of any electric cable laid down in the Dockyard Port 
when such line is indicated by whitewashed posts, or other 
discernible marks erect.ed on shore and a warning has been 
conveyed to Mariners by notice issued by the Admiralty and 
published in the " Dublin Gazette." 

(8.) Whenever practice is taking place at the Naval Rifle 
Range on Bere Island, a red flag will be hoisted at the flag-staff 
east of Rerrin, to warn vessels not to Cross the range, the danger

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area of which extends in an easterly direction from the peninsula^ 
south of Loiiehoit Harbour for a distance of a mile and a half. 

When such red flag is hoisted, no vessel shall approach the 
east entrance until the perch on Oarrigavaddra bears westward i 
of N. by W. i W. magnetic. - 

(9.) Whenevei- it may be necessary for Naval purposes to 
obstruct iLe east entrance by mines, booms, or other obstacles 
no vessel shall use, or attempt to use, the east entrance. 
Warning will be given by the signal of the International Code . 
of Signals F.Q., " Entrance is Dangerous,'' hoisted at the, flag-, 
^taff'east of Kerrin. 

Anchorage Regulations. 

(10.) All merchant or other private vessels shall be subject to 
the direction of the King's Harbour Master. 

(11.) The anchoragfe in Berehaven from the East entrance to 
a line drawn North and South true through the western extreme 
of Minane Island shall be for the exclusive use of His Majesty's 
Ships and Vessels of War, and no merchant or other private 
vessels shall anchor to eastward of the above-mentioned line 
without the permission of the Senior Naval Officer or of the 
Kings Hatbour Master, and no vessel shall be anchored in 
such a position as to obstruct the fairway by the western 
entrance. 

(12.) The master of every merchant or private vessel to which 
this Order relates shall observe, and cause to be observed, the 
said Regulations as far as relates to his vessel, and if any 
master or other person act^ in any respect in contravention of 
any of the said Regulations, or fails to observe, and cause the 
same to be observed, he shall, for every such ofieucej be liable to 
a penalty not exceeding the sum of XIO.

Whereas we deem it exped ent that provision be made from 
Naval Funds for the widows and children of non-commissioned 
Officers and Petty Officers and Men belonging to Your Majesty's 
Navy and Marines or Reserve Forces who may be killed or 
drowned, or who may die from wounds or injuries received, or 
disease contracted, during warlike operations : 

We beg leave to recommend that Your Majesty may be 
graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to sanction the 
following regulations to govern the grant of pensions and allow- 
ances to such widows and children accordingly : — 

ROYAL NAVY. 

Regulations for the Grant of Pensions to Widows and 
Allowances to Children of Seamen and Marines. 

L Pensions and allowances maybe granted by the Admiralty 
to widows and children of non-commissioned Officers and Petty 
Officers and men of the Rojal Navy and Marines, and of the 
Reserve Forces who a' e killed or drowned, or who die from 
wounds or injuries received, or disease contracte 1, during warlike 
operations. 

2. These pensions and allowances will be granted only in 
cases where men have, during warlike operations, — 

(a) been killed or drowned; or 

(6) received wounds or injuries, and have died therefrom 

within 12 months ; or 
(c) contracted or developed disease which terminated fatally 
within 12 months of removal from duty on account of 
such disease. 
The pensions and allowances will not be granted to the 
widows or childrens of men who were killed or drowned, or 
who died, before the 11th October 1899. 

3. Pension or allowance will not be granted when death has 
been due to a man's own culpable action or negligence, or when 
the widow was not legally married to the man beK)re the receipt 
of the wound or injury, or before the disease was contracted.

5. If a widow remarries, her pension will cease, and she will 
be eligible to receive a gratuity equal to one year's pension in 
full discharge of all claims upon the public bounty. The 
allowances to the children may be continued. 

6. Pensions and allowances are tenable subject to good 
behaviour, and are granted at the discretion of the Admiralty. 
They cannot be claimed as a rij^ht. Any assignment, sale, or 
contract relating to a pension or allowance is void.

10. Boys above 14 and girls above 16 will in ordinary cir- 
cumstances be ineligible for allowances. If, however, it is 
shown to the satisfaction of the Admiralty that, owing to mental 
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or physical infirmity, ihe boy or girl is. unable to maintain him- 
self or herself, the allowance may be granted up to an age not 
exceeding 21. 

11. If the claim of the widow to a pension be not establiiihed 
before her death, through her own neglect or omission, the 
amount of the pension to which she would have been entitled if 
living will not be allowed to her representatives.

GRANT OF ECCLESIASTICAL DIGNITY OF ARCH- 
DEACON TO CHAPLAIN OF THE FLEET AND OF 
AN EPISCOPAL LICENSE TO CHAPLAINS, R.N, 

Whereas it was provided by an Order in Council of His late 
Majesty King William IV., dated the thirty-first day of July 
J835. that no pereon should be appointed a Chaplain in the 
Royal Navy who had not been regularly ordained deacon and 
priest and fulfilled certain other conditions therein specified : 

And whereas it is considered that Chaplains of the Royal 
Navy will greatly benefit, when not actually serving at sea in 
Your Majesty's Ships, by receiving an episcopal license similar 
to that which is granted by bishops to officiating clergy within 
their dioceses : 
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We beg leave to recommend to Your Majesty that we be 
empowered to require that all Chaplains appointed for service 
with Your Majesty's Navy shall, as a condition to such appoint- 
ment, receive a special ecclesiastical license from the Archbishop 
of Canterbury and his successors, such license to be one capable 
of recognition by all Bishops and other authorities of the Church 
of England throughout the world during the period that 
Chaplains shall be on the Active List of the Royal Navy : 

We also recommend that the Archbishop and his successors 
be empowered, on the Chaplain of the Fleet certifying to him 
that a licensed Chaplain has either ceased to be on the Active 
List of Naval Chaplains or that the Admiralty no longer 
require the services of such Chaplain, to require the Chaplain's 
license to be brought into the Registry of the Archbishop's 
Vicar General there to be endorsed as cancelled : 

We would further recommend that the Chaplain of the Fleet, 
for the time being, during his tenure of Office, should be granted 
the ecclesiastical dignity of Archdeacon under the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, in order that he may be placed in official 
relations with the Archbishop on spiritual matters concerning 
the religious welfare of the Church in Your Majesty's Navy. 

It is not proposed that these recommendations shall in any 
degree affect the powers hitherto exercised by us in connection 
with the administration of the Chaplains of the Royal Navy.
